Suddenly the word spread that 


German tanks were coming. This 
correspondent withdrew from the 
area between the opposing forces. 


The German tanks had barged 


through the American Infantry, but 
caught hell when they encountered 
the massed artillery. The tanks 
dodged through wooded areas and 
sneaked from one clump of trees 
to another. After a brish encounter 
the enemy withdrew. The Ameri- 
can gunners wore disappointed to 
learn there were only Ten Ger- 
man tanks in this attack. . 


The Americans are feeling con- 


fident although the general situa- 
tion is difficult until the Germans 
are driven from high ground.

Sooner or 
later somebody is going to de- 
velop better ways to make the 
product more cheaply and then 
take the market away from the 
price-fixers, 


"We are for business dealings 


with people in foreign countries. 
The American has traditionally 
roamed the face of the earth— 
bringing back new things to 
make life better and happier 
for our citizens,-and carrying 
the gospel of the American 
standard of living to people in 
other lands.'..; . Of course/when 
JVrrterican business men do bugi- 
•"•nessi m^olfeT>''c6unlries?;they- 


must do"business the way that 
country does it i . . For ex- 
ample, our government in 1922 
urged American companies to 
secure rights to produce oil in 
the Near East.

Bomber Crew

throughout the fierce air-battle. 


Clouds caused the "Sly Fox" to 


lose formation on the way in. So 
it was alone when it was hit by 
the first wave of enemy fighters. 
As Lieut. John D. Schley of Savan- 
nah, Ga.. the pilot, put it— 


"Lieutenant Weigan was hit, but 


he stayed at the controls. I order- 
ed him to lie down, but he wouldn't 
do it. He stayed right on. 
"Bullets and flak were ranking 


the ship," Pilot Schley continues. 


"One 20-millimeter shell crashed 


through the bomb-bay 
campart- 


ment and narrowly missed ' the 
radio operator. Another punched a 
hold in the rudder big-enough to 
crawl through. Then the oxygen- 
system gave out." 


At this point, Lieutenant Schley 


asked the crew if they wanted to 
turn back. 
Over the inter-phone system they

Bomber Crew 
Blasts Plant

The crew of the Flying Fortress,

On the way home, two

members of the crew were wound- 
ed. They were the waist gunners- 
Staff Sgts. John Wallace of

Paso, Texas, and Clyde Gingerich 
of Hcsston, Pa. 
All three remained at their posts 


throughout the fierce air-battle. 


Clouds caused the "Sly Fox" to 


lose formation on the way in. So 
it was alone when it was hit by 
the first wave of enemy fighters. 
As Lieut. John D. Schley of Savan- 
nah, Ga.. the pilot, put it— 


"Lieutenant Weigan was hit, but 


he stayed at the controls. I order- 
ed him to lie down, but he wouldn't 
do it. He stayed right on. 
"Bullets and flak were ranking 


the ship," Pilot Schley continues. 


"One 20-millimeter shell crashed 


through the bomb-bay 
campart- 


ment and narrowly missed ' the 
radio operator. Another punched a 
hold in the rudder big-enough to 
crawl through. Then the oxygen- 
system gave out." 


At this point, Lieutenant Schley 


asked the crew if they wanted to 
turn back. 
Over the inter-phone system they

"We'll do what you want to do,

won the Allied airmen high praise 
from General MacArthur.

sea—and finally the earliest clocks. 


The speaker said the first clock, 


powered with weights, was ac- 
curate to within 10 minutes per 
day. 
Later the principle of the 


flexible pendulum was discovered, 
which brought accuracy to within 
two minutes per day, in the early 
models. 


He said one of the oddities of 


early manufacture was the wooden 
clock, especially as developed in 
the pioneer United States. They 
kept pretty good time here, but 
when marketed in England they 
failed—due to the destructive ef- 
fect of moisture accumulated dur- 
ing the long oversea trip. However, 
there are at least three early 
American wooden clocks still run- 
ning in Hempstead county, Mr, 
Stewart said. 


Waltham was the first great 


American manufacturer of watches 
he continued; and added that, to 
give an idea of the complexity o 
the parts problem when dealing 
with timepieces, it takes about 10, 
000 different types of watch-crystals 
alone to service all conceivable 
kinds of watches.

fic and precise" plans have!been 
made for great, new blows at Ger- 
many and Japan, including "defi- 
nite times and places for 
other 


landings on the continent of Europe 
and elsewhere." 


In a war review sent to Con- 


gress, the commandcr-in-chief said 
Hitler has left "vulnerable 'spots 
in the wall of the so-called fortress 
— which we shall 'point out td him 
in due time." 
| 


But the blunt fact is, he said, 


that we arc a long way from vic- 
tory in any major theater of the 
war, and there can be no let down 
anywhere. 


"We face in the Orient, a long 


and difficult fight," he warned. 
"We must be prepared for heavy 
losses. in winning that fight. The 
power of Japan will not collapse 
until it has been literally pounded 
into the dust. It would be the ut- 
most folly for us to try to pretend 
otherwise." 


In discussing the European phase 


of the conflict, Mr. Roosevelt gave 
a possible hint the Balkans may 
be the scene of one new thrust — 
and that in the immediate future 
Reporting "definite information' 
of unrest and a growing desire for 
peace in Rumania, Hungary anc 
Bulgaria, as well as in Finland ii 
northern Europe, he said: 


"We hope that in these nations 


the spirit of revolt against 
Naz 


dominance which commenced 
in 


Italy will burst into flame and be 
come a consuming fire." 


Perhaps significantly, he did not 
rge the people of those nations to 
clay any longer the hour of their 
evolution. 
His 6,000-word review fitted all 
tie pieces of current war develop- 
ments into a single pattern of glob- 
nl strategy*and he spoke confident- 
y of victory even as he warned it 
s yet still distant. 


Nonetheless, he said, the time is
